U.S. to Give AIG $30B More 


Insurance giant set for another bailout amid latest big losses 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. I American International 
Group Inc. will receive additional federal 
assistance of up to $30 billion as part of a 
revamped government bailout, according 
to media reports Sunday, citing unnamed 
sources. 

The new funding, the fourth government 
rescue of AIG since September, is intended 
to support the New York-based insurer as it 
is expected to announce $60 billion in quar- 
terly losses early Monday. 

Once one of the world’s largest insurers, 
AIG has already received $150 billion in 


loans from the government. In return the 
government has taken an 80 percent stake 
in the insurer. 

Under the new deal, the U.S. Treasury 
and the Federal Reserve would provide about 
$30 billion in fresh capital to the insurer, 
lower the interest rate on a $60 billion loan 
and ease the terms of a $40 billion preferred 
share investment. 

The $30 billion would not be injected 
immediately but would be provided as a

AIG will repay much of the $40 billion it 
owes the Federal Reserve with equity stakes 
in two AIG overseas units — Asia-based 
American International Assurance Co. and 
American Life Insurance Co., which oper- 
ates in 50 countries.

The 84 percent drop extends a 
trend that began in the 1970s when 
efforts began to remove lead from 
gasoline. Researchers credited con-

Mullen: Iran Has Materials for Nuke 


Joint Chiefs chairman 
offers assessment of 
country’s capabilities 

WASHINGTON I The top U.S. mili- 
tary official said Sunday that Iran 
has sufficient fissile material for 
a nuclear weapon, declaring it 
would be a “very, very bad outcome” 
should Tehran move forward with 
a bomb. 

Adm. Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, offered 
the assessment when questioned in 


an interview about a report by the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog on the state 
of Iran’s uranium enrichment pro- 
gram, which can create nuclear fuel 
and maybe sufficiently advanced to 
produce the core of warheads. 

Asked if Iran now had enough 
fissile material to make a bomb, 
Mullen responded, “We think they 
do, quite frankly. And Iran hav- 
ing a nuclear weapon. I’ve believed 
for a long time, is a very, very bad 
outcome.” 

State Department spokesman 
Robert A. Wood said it was not pos-

sible say how much fissile material 
Iran has accumulated. 

“There are differing view not 
only outside government but also 
inside the government” on how 
far Iran has gone. Wood said. He 
added that while he was not sug- 
gesting Mullen was incorrect, “We 
just don’t know” exactly how much 
fissile material Iran now holds. 

Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
said the Iranians are “not close to a 
weapon at this point and so there is 
some time” for continued diplomatic

Doctors Wrestle 
With Suicide Role 


Wash, law legalizes 
lethal medication for 
terminally ill patients 

OLYMPIA, WASHINGTON I Termi- 
nally ill patients with less than six 
months to live will soon be able 
to ask their doctors to prescribe 
them lethal medication in Wash- 
ington state. 

But even though the “Death with 
Dignity” law takes effect Thursday, 
people who might seek the life-end- 
ing prescriptions could find their 
doctors conflicted or not willing 
to write them. 

Many doctors are hesitant to talk 
publicly about where they stand on 
the issue, said Dr. Tom Preston, a 
retired cardiologist. 

“There are a lot of doctors, who 
in principle, would approve or don’t 
mind this, but for a lot of social or 
professional reasons, they don’t 
want to be involved,” he said. 

The Supreme Court ruled in 
2006 that it was up to states to 
regulate medical practice, includ- 
ing assisted suicide, and Washing- 
ton’s Initiative 1000 was passed by 
state voters in November. It became 
the second state, behind Oregon, 


to have a voter-approved measure 
allowing assisted suicide. 

Under the Oregon and Wash- 
ington state laws, physicians and 
pharmacists are not required to 
write or fill lethal prescriptions if 
they are opposed to the law. 


Many doctors 
are hesitant to 
speak public- 
ly about where 
they stand. 


Dr. Stu Farber of the University 
of Washington Medical Center does 
not plan to prescribe lethal medi- 
cation to his patients. 

“I am not here to tell people how 
they should either live their life or 
the end of their life,” Farber said. 

Dr. Robert Thompson, an inter- 
nist and cardiologist at Swedish 
Medical Center in Seattle, said he 
has treated patients who would have 
benefited from the law. 

“I believe for the sake of compas- 
sion, and for a person’s own indi- 
vidual rights, that this should be an 
option for them,” he said, (ap)

BRUSSELS I German Chancellor 
Angela Merkel and other EU lead- 
ers flatly rejected a new multibillion 
euro bailout for eastern Europe on 
Sunday, suggesting that additional 
aid be given to struggling nations 
only on a case-by-case basis. 

Germany and the Netherlands 
also shot down suggestions that 
eastern European countries that 
have seen their currencies plummet 
be given quick entry to the euro. But 
French President Nicolas Sarkozy 
said the EU could review the strin- 
gent euro currency membership cri- 
teria and two-year waiting period 
once the global crisis ends. 

Germany has been under pres- 
sure to take the lead in rescuing 
eastern EU members staggering 
from sinking currencies and rising 
debt, but Chancellor Angela Merkel 
insisted a one-size-fits-all bailout 
was unwise. “Saying that the situ- 
ation is the same for all central and 
eastern European states, I don’t see 
that,” said Merkel. 

That tough stance came even as 
Hungarian Prime Minister Ferenc 
Gyurcsany warned that the global 
credit crunch was creating a widen- 
ing economic chasm in the 27-na- 
tion bloc.

Iran Wants Apology for U.S. Movies 


President s adviser calls 
‘300; The Wrestler 
insulting to Iranians 

TEHRAN, IRAN I An adviser to Iran’s 
president on Sunday demanded an 
apology from visiting Hollywood 
actors and film industry officials, 
including Annette Bening, saying 
films such as “300” and “The Wres- 
tler” were “insulting” to Iranians. 

Without an apology, members of 
Iran’s film industry should refuse 
to meet with representatives from 
the nine-member team, said Javad 
Shamaqdari, the art and cinema 


adviser to President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. 

“It is a failure to have an official 
meeting with one who is insulting,” 
Shamaqdari said. 

The film “300” portrays the battle 
of Thermopylae in 480 B.C., in which 
a force of 300 Spartans held off a 
massive Persian army in Greece for 
three days. The movie angered Irani- 
ans for the way Persians are depicted 
as decadent, sexually flamboyant 
and evil in contrast to the Greeks. 

Iranians also criticized “The 
Wrestler,” starring Mickey Rourke 
as a rundown wrestler who is pre- 
paring for a rematch with his old

nemesis, “The Ayatollah.” During 
a fight scene, “The Ayatollah” tries 
to choke Rourke with an Iranian 
flag before Rourke pulls the flag- 
pole away, breaks it and throws it 
into the cheering crowd.

‘Green’ Youth Flock to D.C. 


Power Shift ’09 event 
lobbies lawmakers for 
better energy polieies 

Thousands of young people, many 
of them emboldened by the 2008 
presidential contest, will descend 
on the Capitol Monday to urge the 
government to take radical action 
to stem climate change and plant 
the seeds of a green economy. 

Arriving Friday from every state 
in the union — as well as every 
Canadian province and more than 
a dozen countries — about 12,000 
people, most between 18 and 26 
years old, are in the District this 
weekend for Power Shift ’09, a sum- 
mit aimed at raising environmental 
awareness and lobbying leaders on 


green issues. 

The four- day convention will 
culminate Monday with a rally at 
11:30 a.m. on the 
Capitol’s west lawn 
and meetings all 
day with members 
of Congress and 
their aides to press 
them for immedi- 
ate action. 

“We want to 
make sure our new 
president and new 
Congress pass bold 
federal energy and climate legis- 
lation in 2009 that dramatically 
reduces emissions and creates mil- 
lions of green jobs,” said Brianna 
Cayo Cotter, communications direc- 
tor for the convention’s organizer. 


the Energy Action Coalition, a net- 
work of 50 national organizations 
that advocate for clean energy. 

She said leaders “understand 
that young voters were a key to 
this 2008 election” and they are 
now demanding results. “We have 
come of age as a powerful voting 
constituency.” 

Andrew Nazdin, 20, a junior at 
the University of Maryland, said he 
is looking forward to meeting with 
House Majority Leader Steny H. 
Hoyer, D-Md., to ask him to push 
for “science-based reductions in 
carbon emissions.”

Out of Prison, Back Into Workforce

Former officer helps 
ex-inmates rehabilitate 
with work experience 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I It was two days 
before McQucio Moore’s Salad Cre- 
ations store was to open in Westfield 
Annapolis mall. But he didn’t have 
enough employees. 

For the previous three months, 
which included the busy Christ- 
mas season, Moore had perched a 
large help-wanted sign on the front 
of the store. 

“Not a single person called,” 
he said. Moore did something he 
didn’t think he’d ever do: He hired 
two people who had been recently 
released from prison. To his sur- 
prise, they turned out to be model 
employees who still work for him a 
year later. 

Moore knows too well how dif- 
ficult it can be for a person with a 
criminal history to get a job. He 
worked as a parole officer for 10 years 


in Washington, D.C., before starting 
his business in Annapolis. 

One of the biggest challenges he 
faced was getting his clients a job, he 
said. “If they don’t have a job, they’re 
almost guaranteed to re-offend,” 
Moore said. 

Sonya Blevins, 29, is a manager at 
the store. After spending five years 


in prison, Blevins was enrolled in 
Second Genesis, a program designed 
to help people released from prison 
get back on their feet. She credits 
her success to Second Genesis and 
Moore. ‘Without [Moore] giving me 
the chance that he gave me, every- 
thing might be different,” she said, 
tears building in her eyes, (ap)

Stolen Sidekick Score 


A trendy phone from 
T-Mobile has become 
a top target of thieves 

SWIPED I Nisha Taylor was just about 
to put her beloved T-Mobile Side- 
kick in her bag. She thought the cell 
phone would be safer there than in 
her pocket. In the few seconds it 
took for the 18 -year-old to unwind 
the string loop that held the Sidekick 
to her wrist, someone else eyed the 
device and made off with it. 

“He just runs and he hits the 
phone,” Taylor said. “The string 
pops. The phone goes up in the air. 
He catches it and he runs.” 

Although the Sidekicks — which 
have flashy flip screens and the 
youthful cachet of endorsements

by rapper Snoop Dogg and basket- 
ball star Dwyane Wade — aren’t 
among the country’s best-selling 
phones, they might be the most 
stolen ones. 

Boston police reported more 
than 300 stolen Sidekicks in 2008, 
accounting for 14 percent of all rob- 
beries in the city. 

All T-Mobile phones use a Sub- 
scriber Identity Module (SIM) card, 
a small computer chip usually stored 
behind the phone’s battery that holds 
the owner’s personal information, 
such as account data and phone con- 
tacts. SIM cards are convenient for 
cell phone users because to switch 
to a new device, they simply pop out 
the chips and put them into another 
phone that employs the same tech- 
nology. But the reverse also is true: 


By removing a SIM card, a thief can 
quickly and cleanly erase the owner 
from the phone. 

“It’s more attractive to a thief if 
it’s a SIM card-enabled cell phone,” 
said Portlock, the chief executive of 
Recipero, whose Checkmend service 
charges customers to check whether 
electronic goods they want to buy or 
sell have serial numbers that are on a 
list of stolen or counterfeit goods. 

Crafty thieves have learned how 
to manipulate the Sidekick so it can 
be used on other networks that also 
use SIM cards, such as the one run 
by AT&T Inc. Once a Sidekick is 
unlocked, thieves often scratch out 
the phone’s identification number 
and sell the device on Web sites such 
as Craigslist or eBay. 

“They have the maximum abil- 
ity to turn them into cash,” Port- 
lock said. “It’s that young mar- 
ket, Internet savvy, trend-driven 
market where they’ll buy a used 
cell phone, no questions asked.”

He has maintained his innocence 
in the matter, but said Sunday, “I’ve 
become a distraction.” 

“It’s an emotional decision. It 
saddens me. But I feel it’s in the 
best interest of two of the things I 
love the most, and that’s the Wash- 
ington Nationals and baseball,” 
Bowden added. 

Seated at a table with Nation- 
als president Stan Kasten before 
a small contingent of reporters 
and team officials, Bowden read 
from a prepared statement, some- 


times deviating from the script as 
he struggled to contain his emo- 
tions. 

No replacement was immedi- 


ately announced. 

“We’re not planning on missing 
a beat,” Kasten said. “Our staff has 
a meeting tomorrow morning, first

National radio 
broadcaster Paul 
Harvey dies at 90 


OBITUARY I Paul Harvey, the news 
commentator and talk-radio pio- 
neer whose staccato style made him 
one of the most familiar voices in 
the U.S., died Saturday in Arizona, 
according to ABC Radio Networks. 
He was 90. 

Harvey had 
been forced off 
the air for several 
months in 2001 
because of a virus 
that weakened a 
vocal cord. But he 
returned to work 
in Chicago and was still active as 
he passed his 90th birthday. His 
death comes less than a year after 
that of his wife and longtime pro- 
ducer, Lynne, in May 2008. 

“My father and mother created 
from thin air what one day became 
radio and television news,” Paul 
Harvey Jr. said in a statement. 

Known for his trademark deliv- 
ery of “The Rest of the Story,” Har- 
vey had been heard nationally since 
1951. He was also credited with 
inventing or popularizing terms 
such as “skyjacker,” ‘’Reaganom- 
ics” and “guesstimate.” (ap)

Maple syrup makers 
pin high hopes on this 
season’s sap harvest 

For years, Errol Tabacco was a 
maple sugar hobbyist. Each Feb- 
ruary, he’d tap about 100 trees on 
his property, haul buckets of sap to 
his garage and boil it into syrup for 
his family and friends. 

This year’s different: There’s gold 
in these hills. 

Spurred by retail prices of $60 
or more per gallon, maple sugar 
producers like Tabacco are going 
all out to harvest it, tapping more 
trees, investing in new sap lines and 
building new sugarhouses in hopes 
of cashing in. 

Tabacco is racing to get up to 
12,000 trees tapped by the time 
the sap starts running during the 
next few weeks. 

“This year, we’re going big-time,” 
he said. 

For backyard hobbyists and larg- 
er commercial producers alike. New 
England’s “sugarin’ season” could be 
a real moneymaker this year. 

The University of Vermont’s 
Proctor Research Center esti- 
mates 300,000 taps will be added 
this year. 

Global demand for the sticky- 
sweet syrup outstripped supply 
last year, in part because lingering 
winter cold and heavy snow com- 
bined to slow sap flow and hinder 
get-out-the-sap efforts in Quebec, 


HOW SWEET IS IT? 

The business of creating maple 
syrup takes a lot of work, but the 
rewards are high:

Maine and parts of Vermont. That, 
combined with the exhaustion of 
Canadian reserves, has helped drive 
up prices, experts said. 

In 2007, the average retail price 
of a gallon of maple syrup was 
$33.20, up $1.90 from the previ- 
ous year, according to federal data. 
Now, it fetches $59.95 or more in 
Vermont, and more elsewhere. 

And demand shows no signs of 
slowing. 

“Maple syrup is the perfect 
product for our culinary times,” 
said Barry Estabrook, a contribut- 
ing editor for Gourmet magazine. 
“It’s a natural product, so it appeals 
on that level. I also think it comes 
at a time when kitchen chefs are 
interested in exploring alternate 
sweeteners. It could be an alter- 
nate to refined white sugar and 
high-fructose corn syrup for rea- 
sons of flavor.”

“If you think about the quan- 
tities most homemakers buy in, 
they’re not buying $50 gallons. 
They’re buying l6-ounce contain- 
ers, so it’s not an outrageous outlay,” 
Estabrook said. 

Gina Bordeaux, 49, of Duxbury, 
Vt., uses it at breakfast, on oatmeal 
and in baking pies. She says the 
price hike isn’t enough to get her to 
stop using it or switch to a cheaper 
maple-flavored syrup. 

“It’s a Vermont tradition. You 
gotta have syrup. You’re not a Ver- 
monter if you don’t,” said Bordeaux.
